The weather was all that the most captious 
critic could desire. There was a sting in the 
fresh November air early in the morning 
that made even the usual late sleepers will- 
ing to bestir themselves when by so doing 
they could avoid a long wait at the polls, and 
be able to exercise the highest duty of the 


ditizen. 

Asa result of the excellent conditions there 
was a heavy vote throughout the city. Up 
to noon in most of the election districts more 
than two-thirds of the vote was cast, and it 
was necessary in but few of the districts to 
send runners out to bring the tardy ones to 
the polls. 

The election officers did their work with 
fairness and dispatch. In some of the heavy 
districts an average of five votes were cast 
every minute during the early hours, and 
strings of men stood patiently in line. Bvery 
man seemed to think that he would not have 
to walt so long if he came early, and if he 
was disappointed he stuck to his post, rather 


than risk the chance of being able to return 


when the rush was not so great, and possibly 
being shut out altogether. 


No Clash with McCullagh. 


In spite of the clashes that occurred be- 


tween the police authorities and the State 
Superintendent of Elections ef Monday, 
leading up to the indictment of Chief of 
Police Devery, the election was one of the 
quietest that has ever been held in this city. 
Such a thing as a serious disturbance was 
unknown. Superintendent McCullagh's dep- 
uties were on hand throughout the day, es- 
pecially in the suspected districts, and, al- 
though there were several arrests and a few 
arguments the vote, on the whole, was a 
thoroughly honest one, and the count equai- 
ly 80. 

The inspectors of election, as a rule, acted 
with discretion. Whenever there was a 
difficult problem to be solved, the case was 
sent to the courts, the election officers pre- 
ferring to rely on the opinion of the justices, 
rather than make a mistake for which they 
could be held Iiable. 

Down on the East Side, where it was s 
pected that the turbulent spirit would make 
itself manifest, the day went off quietly and 
almost without incident. Most of the peo- 
ple there were due at their posts at 6 o' clock, 
or 2 and they turned out early to 
vo 

Millionaires Early at Polls. . 

Ordinarily, in the brown stone and silk 
stocking districts, e balloting is at its 
height between 11 and 12 o’clock. Today it 
was heaviest between 8 and 9, a fact which 
pleased the Republican managers mightily. 

Early in the day it became apparent that, 


in proportion to the registration, the vote 


cast would reach unprecendented figures. 
Another remarkable feature was the small 
amount of scratching done. Ninety-five per 


| cent of the voters, it was believed, cast 


straight ballots. 

It was noticed in districts all over town 
that most voters remained in the booths less 
than half a minute. Some did.not consume 
more than ten or fifteen seconds—just long 
enough to unfold the ballot, put a cross at the 
top, and refold it. 3 

There seemed to be an understanding on 
the part of many of the richest men in the 
town, McKinley voters, to set a good ex- 
ample by getting to the polls early in the day. 
This was notably the case in all the Twenty- 
eight glection districts of the Twenty-ninth 
Assembly district, which includes practically 
all of the millionaire residential section. 

The polling place of the Sixth Election 


District of the Twenty-ninth was at 980 Sixth 


avenue, in a florist’s store of small dimen- 
sions. A few minutes before 9 a. m. a man, 
quietly, almost shabbily dressed, entered the 
place, accompanied by a boyish-looking com- 
panion. He took his place in the line; and, 
when he got in front of the railing which 
divided the election clerks from those in 
front of the store he said, in response to the 
usual query as to his name: John, D. 
Rockefeller.“ 

When it came the turn of the young man 
he said: John D. Rockefeller Jr.“ 

The head of the Standard Oil company 
was one of the first to vote in that district. 

A few minutes after he had left Chauncey 
M. Depew and Chauncey M. Depew Jr. took 
their places in line. It was the first time 
young Depew ever had voted, and while they 
were waiting in the line the Senator ex- 
plained to his son all about how the ballots 
were cast and counted. 


Treasury Clerk Is Arrested. 
Charles 8. Steele, a clerk in the United 


States Treasury, who made out the warrant 


for $20,000,000 which the country paid to 
Spain for the Philippine Islands, found him- 


self a prisoner when he Attempted to vote. 


He had given his residence as the Park Ave- 
nue Hotel. Magistrate Crane decided that 
Mr. Steele had a perfect right to vote from 
that address. 

Superintendent of Elections John McCul- 
lagh said tonight: I am perfectly satis- 
fied. There was absolutely no clash between 
my men and the police, so far as I know. 
Whenever we called upon the police to aid 
us they rendered us assistance.“ 

Chief Devery said: “ This has been the 
most orderly election New York City ever has 
known.“

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It was a McKinley night from start to fin- 
ish at Republican headquarters.

This claim was based on the 
reports from every State in the union, which

Then he had been 
elected to public office, sent to Congress for 
seven terms, and had served as Governor of 
Ohio.

It had been the result of a 
life of conflict, of earnestness, of constant 
endeavor to aid the people whom he served. 


Parentage of the. President. 


- William McKinley came of Irish and Scotch 
ancestry. James and William McKinley, 
who founded the two branches of the family 
in this country—one in the Southern and the 
other in the Northern States, according to 
tradition—cameé direct from Ireland. James 
McKinley reached America in 1743. He was 
then but 12 years of age, and was the father 
of David McKinley, who was the great- 
grandfather of Willlam McKinley. James 
McKinley settled in Chanceford Township, 
York County, Pa. Here David McKinley, 
great-grandfather of the President, was born 
in May, 1755. Records at Washington show 
that David McKinley served as a soldier in 
the revolution and aided in the capture of 
Paulus Hook and the engagements as Chester 
Hin and Amboy.

He wag educated at the public schools 
in this village until 9 years of age, when his 
family removed to Poland, Mahoning Coun- 
ty, O., where he entered the Poland Acad- 
emy, later going to Union Seminary, where 
he remained until he was 17 years of age.

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| LINES ON WHICH THE NATIONAL CAMPAIGN OF 19 


Presidential campaign, which cul- 
minated in the election yesterday, 

was begun practically almost imme- 
diately after the election of McKin- 

. ley and Hobart in 1896. Technically 
its beginning was after the two political 
parties had nominated their candidates 
and formulated their platforms in their 
national conventions in June and July, 
but, as a matter of fact, it had been assured 
for four years that McKinley and Bryan 
would be the nominees. Even the issues on 


which they wert to run had been 


plainly marked. out. 

It is true that Bryan tried to confuse these 
issues by bringing forward new ones and 
styling them paramount,“ but in the main 
the contest was.fought out on the lines 
which already held the public attention. 

Bryan’s Canipaign Continuous. 

No sooner was Bryan defeated in 1896 
than he at once went into training for the 
campaign of 1900. Instead of following the 
example of former defeated candidates for 
the Presidency and 2 to private life.

It developed 
that he was probably the most effective 
speaker of the campaign, being able not 
only to draw crowds but to hold them, and 
from then on there was a constant demand 
for his services on the stump. 

He made several speeches in Chicago and 
then started on a week's trip through the 
Northwest, which beat all records in the his- 
tory of politics. In seven days he traveled 
2,818 miles in Wisconsin, Minnesota, South 
Dakota, and Nebraska, and made eighty- 
five speeches in seventy-four cities and 
towns. 

The remarkable thing about his trip was 
the crowds which came to see and hear him. 
They exceeded in numbers any which ever 
had come to hear any other speakers at the 
places at which he stopped, and in South 
Dakota it is no exaggeration to say he spoke 
to practically the entire population of the 
eastern section, through which he traveled. 
At every place where he stopped every man, 
woman, and child who possibly could get 
to the meeting was on hand, and where he 
would speak at one of two neighboring towns 
the entire population of the one he passed 
by would be waiting for him at the place 
where he stopped. It was nothing unusual 
for farmers to drive fifty and sixty miles 
over the prairies, bringing their families to 
the meeting. 


Hanna the Paramount Issue. 


In South Dakota Senator Hanna was, as 
expressed by THE TRIBUNE, “ the paramount 
issue.”

PRISON-MADE STREET BROOMS. 
It always seems a little surprising that 
workingmen should be as ready as they often 

appear to be to have prisoners idle. Sach 
idleness, irrespective of its effect upon the 
prisoners, falls ultimately as a burden upon 
the producers. Their objection, however, 
has often been less against prison labor than 
against the peculjarly depressing effect 
upon prices and wages which results from 
the introduction of prison-made goods into 
the general market. 

The most advanced plan for dealing with 
this vexed problem is that prescribed by the 
new constitution of New York ln 1894, and 
practiced in that State since January, 1897. 


Under that plan prison labor is never let 


out to a contractor, and is devoted solely 
to producing supplies for the public Insti- 
tutions of the State. Its products are there- 
fore never sent into the general market, and 
so do not help fix prices and wages by com- 
peting with other goods for sale. 

This arrangement in New York was due 
chiefly to the recommentiations of or- 
ganized labor, and a similar plan has for 
many years been advocated by representa- 
tive labor bodies. The experiment, too, ap- 
pears to have proved a distinct success in 
New York. On Sunday, however, the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor had before it a 
case in which the principle of the New York 
system is sought to be extended in this city, 
and the federation adopted a hostile attitude 
to the project. 

It appears that a portion of the prisoners 
at the bridewell have for a few months 
been employed in making brushes for in- 
terior cleaning and brooms for street sweep- 
ing, and that the industry Is to be von- 
tinued. Some of these brushes are already 
in use In police stations, and the City Pur- 
chasing Agent is contemplating the pur- 
chase of more of them for use in the public 
buildings ahd of some of the brooms tor 
street use. A resolution of the Brushmak- 
ers’ union, however, objecting to such pur- 
chase, was favorably acted upon by the 
federation, first, as in violation of a city 


ordinance passed on March 21, 1898, and 


second, because the goods would be prison 
made. 

The ordinance in question undertakes to 
forbid the purchase of supplies for the De- 
partment of Public Works which are not 
union made, and is probably invalid on the 
same grounds on which the attempted limi- 
tation of employment under the School 
board to union labor was a year or so ago. 
pronounced invalid by Judge Tuley. Fur- 
thermore, unless the principle of the New 
York plan is to be repudiated, the objection 
that these goods are prison made cannot be 
urged where, as in this case, they are pro- 
duced on city account. without the interven- 
tion of a contractor, and are turned over for 
public use without competing in the open 
market so as to reduce prices. 

It is reasonable that the Brushmakers’ 
union should ask that this comparatively 
recent industry at the bridewell shall not 
be so rapidly developed as to cause any 
violent displacement of free labor now en- 
gaged locally in the same industry. For the 
City Purchasing Agent, however, to con- 
cede the main request of the union would 
be to férego a policy which organized labor 
should be consistent in maintaining, and 
which ought to be extended rather than ex- 
cluded at the House of Correction. 


THE SMOKE PROBLEM SOLVED. 

A writer in the November number of Cas- 
sier’s Magazine takes a general survey of the 
smoke problem in American cities and 
comes to the conclusion it has been solved 
go far às the invention of successful smoke 
consumers is concerned. As proof he cites 
“the hundreds of smokeless chimneys in 
many large cities, which serve furnaces 
burning inferior grades of soft coal, many 
of them operated continuously under most 
exacting conditions.” The successful smoke 
consumers may be had in some variety, so 
that their use imposes no undue hardship 
on manufacturers either in first cost, re- 
striction of output, or materia] increase of 
expense. The writer concludes, therefore, 
that any city may contro! its smoke, for 
the means are ready at hand. | 

The facts thus set forth are not new, 
but Chicago has not yet been able to profit 
by them. The city has the necessary ordi- 
nance for the suppression of the smoke 
nuisance, and it is paying officers to en- 
force the ordinance, but it is still. cursed. 
with belching chimneys. The immediate 
responsibility for this fact lies with the 
careless or incompetent officials who do 
not fulfill the duties which they are paid 
to perform. But it is also true that public 
opinion among the citizens is still lax and 
tolerant on the subject, and that the courts 
have dealt ¢o leniently with the cases 
brought before them as to make the ordi- 
nance practically useless. 

This state of affairs#an probably be traced 
to the fact that the people in general have 
not yet grasped the fact that there are 
successful smoke consumers and that the 
persons who pollute the atmosphere are 
doing so needlessly and in defiance of the 
rights of therpublic. The beginning of the 
anti-smoke crusade was marked by many 
examples of misdirected energy and by 
many experiments that proved to be ex- 
pensive failures.

In reply to an inquiry which reaches me 
from Chicago I would say that the mandarins 
of China are divided into nine classes, which 
are distinguished by buttons on their hats 
and ornamental embroideries on the breast. 

The first class wears a button of coral red 
corresponding to the color of a cock’s cufnb. 
since the cock is the bird embroidered on the 
breast. The first class is almost entirciy . 
served for members of the Imperial family 
and for the highest officials and Generals of 
the Empire, Sir Robert Hart, Inspector Gen- 
eral of Maritime Customs in China, having 
been the only foreigner to receive the coral 
button. 

The second class of mandarins is distin- 
guished by a sapphire blue button rising from 
the center of a red fringe of silk, while a 
peacock is emblazoned on the breast. 

The button of the third class is an opaque 
dark purple stone, and the bird embroidered 
on the robe is the pelican. This grade is the 
climax of the ambition of the literati. 

A light blue button on the cap, with a 
golden pheasant embroidered on the breast, 
distinguishes the fourth class, which is main- 
ly military. 

The fifth class of mandarins wear a clear 
crystal button on the hat and a silver pheas- 
ant embroidered on the breast. 

The button of the sixth class is of jade, with 
an embroidered stork on the breast. ‘ 

An embossed gold button and ar embroid- 
ered partridge indicate a mandarin of the 
seventh class, while the mandarin of the 
eighth has merely a plain brass bution and | 
an embroidered quail on his breast. The 
ninth and lowest class of mandarin has a sil- 
ver button and an embroidered sparrow for 
his emblem. 

Buttons and embroiderſes are only worn in 
full dress. The chains and neck'accs are 
merely ornamental and no sign of rank. The 
peacock feather is an individual military dis- 
tinction granted for valor, and can be

I may add that the so-called order of the 
Double Dragon is a distinction reserved ex- 
clusively for foreigners, and is not worn or 
possessed by any Chinese subjects.

Illinois Central Begins Series of Tests 
in Hope That Smoke Nuisance

railroad yesterday to ascertain whether the 
fuel could de used by the company within 
the city limits. The tests were made by 
Howard Trumbo at the Fourteenth street 
power-house. Promoters of powdered coal 
fuel are confident that the tests will con- 
vince the rallroad company that the smoke 
from Illinois Central engines can be pre- 
vented. The company’s officials claim that 
it is to construct an engine 
such as would be necessary for the use of 
powdered coal.
